The tenure of the committee shall be for 6 months within which it shall 
submit its recommendations to the Govt. 

The committee shall determine the liabilities of the drug companies on the 
over-charged amounts between 1981 and 1987 (till the Drugs Prices Control 
Order 1979 remained in force) — 

(i) in accordance with the recommendations of the Price Review Com¬ 
mittee (Murthy Committee): and 
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(ii) according to the line of action as determined by the Department 
in 1990. 

The Committee shall function at Mew Delhi, which shall be its Headquarters.
